TYPHOID  VACCINE  TAKES 

According  to  a  report  by  Agnes  Hick¬ 
man  (1921)  District  Public  Health  nurse 
in  Marion  Township,  Williamson  County, 
1,275  children  were  innoculated  with 


typhoid  fever  vaccine  on  the  first  day  of 
the  anti-typhoid  fever  campaign.  Wil¬ 
liamson  was  one  of  the  counties  with  a 
high  prevalence  last  year.

1 —  That  anyone  who  wishes  to  make  a 
formal  application  should  write  directly 
to  Miss  Martha  Thevoz,  who  is  the  Di¬ 
rector  of  Nurses. 

2 —  As  there  are  changes  on  the  staff 
from  time  to  time,  she  advises  one  to 
apply  for  work  during  the  summer  vaca¬ 
tion  months  and  as  it  takes  a  long  time 
to  make  arrangements,  such  applications 
should  be  made  early  in  the  year,  by 
February  or  March.

We  are  always  happy  to  hear  from 
our  members  from  far  away  foreign 
lands.  This  time  we  have  a  letter 
from  Bertha  Warner  from  The  Ameri¬ 
can  Presbyterian  Mission,  Hwaiynan, 
Anhwei,  China.  She  writes: — “Begin¬ 
ning  the  first  of  the  year  I  went  on 
full  time  nursing  duty,  on  at  6:00  A. 
M.  and  off  at  6:00  P.  M.  One  be¬ 
comes  everything  at  once.  I  have 
been  working  on  inventory  in  order 
to  make  out  an  intelligent  order  for 
the  new  year’s  supplies.  I  make  out 


all  special  diets,  fire  and  hire  nurses, 
etc.  That  sounds  very  severe  but 
only  one  has  been  fired  and  two  hired. 
It  is  much  more  thrilling  since  I  start¬ 
ed  on  duty  full  time.  They  often  have 
emergency  operations,  wounded  sol¬ 
diers,  or  ruptured  bladders,  bullet 
wounds,  etc.  My  mornings  are  more 
or  less  routine  hours,  supplies,  linen, 
and  Doctor’s  rounds.  Afternoons  are 
in  the  operating  room.  I  remember 
Miss  Van  Horn  saying  to  me,  “Don’t 
go  out  there  and  make  another  Pres¬ 
byterian  Hospital  out  of  yours.”  But 
that  is  exactly  what  I’m  trying  to  do 
by  tiny  steps.  We  used  to  hand  out 
the  medicines  in  our  hands  if  they 
were  pills.  If  a  liquid,  in  little  wine 
cups  with  a  tippy  bottom — no  meas¬ 
ures  on  it.  But  I’ve  got  trays  like 
ours  now.  A  copper  worker  on  the 
street  made  them  and  charged  two 
dollars  each  for  them.  We  never 
heard  of  a  bath  blanket  (I  have  five 
now  for  ninety  patients!)  and  there 
are  two  screens  in  the  hospital.  To¬ 
day  a  woman  came  into  our  clinic 
who  had  been  horribly  slashed  by  a 
bandit.  He  had  tried  to  take  her 
away  but  she  resisted.  Her  arm  was 
cut  thru  the  bone,  two  huge  gaping 
wounds  across  the  back  of  her  head 
and  some  smaller  cuts  on  her  shoul¬ 
ders.  They  had  tried  to  check  the 
bleeding  by  stuffing  the  wounds  full 
of  chicken  feathers.  They  succeeded 
to  a  degree  but  you  can  imagine  what 
cleansing  them  was  like.  The  wounds 
were  cleansed  and  clips  put  in  without 
an  anaesthetic.  The  Chinese  have 
certainly  learned  “to  take  it”  when  it 
comes  to  suffering.”

LETTER  FROM  MADELINE  CREMER 

Mrs.  Cremer  (Madeline  Vanden  Ak- 
ker  ’34)  writes  the  following  letter 
from  Ethiopia.  Dr.  and  Mrs.  Cremer 
are  located  at  the  American  Mission, 
Addis  Ababa. 

“On  Friday,  May  1st,  news  had  it 
that  Rome  had  broadcast  that  Addis 
Ababa  would  be  taken  the  next  morn¬ 
ing.  Late  that  night  our  American 
Minister,  Mr.  Engert,  sent  us  word 
that  the  ladies  should  be  ready  to  leave 
at  a  moment’s  notice  the  following 
morning  for  the  British  Legation.  We 
had  been  informed  almost  two  weeks 
earlier  that  the  British  Legation  was 
offering  the  same  protection  to  Ameri¬ 
cans  as  to  British  subjects  since  the 
American  Legation  had  no  means  of 
protecting  us  should  serious  trouble 
break  out.  It  was  decided  that  we 
should  leave  right  after  chapel  services 
the  following  morning,  May  2nd.  Once 
on  the  road  all  seemed  fairly  quiet 
until  we  entered  the  town.  Shots  rang 
wildly  through  the  air — and  some  na¬ 
tives  playfully  swung  their  nasty  look¬ 
ing  swords  (two  feet  long)  at  us.  The 
British  Legation  is  several  miles  on 
the  other  side  of  the  town  but  once 
we  were  through  the  town  all  was 
fairly  quiet  again.  We  dared  not  send 
a  boy  to  the  mission  with  a  note,  nor 
did  they  dare  send  a  message  to  us. 
All  we  could  do  was  to  hope  and 
pray  for  each  other’s  safety. 

On  Tuesday  afternoon,  May  5th,  the 
Italians  entered  the  city.  The  roar  of 
the  big  motors  could  be  heard  far  into 
the  night.  In  all  fifteen  hundred 
cameons  are  said  to  have  arrived.  What 
a  peaceful  night  that  was!  All  the 
shooting  had  ceased  and  we  could 
have  a  peaceful  night’s  sleep  with  the 
prospect  of  returning  home  the  follow¬ 
ing  morning.  What  sights  we  beheld 
on  our  homeward  way!  The  town 
was  a  heap  of  smoldering  ruins.  We 
found  our  mission  safe,  though  it  had 
been  threatened  several  times.  All 
was  peaceful  and  quiet  with  Italian  pa¬ 
trols  stationed  at  various  points.”

Miss 
Eyman  and  Miss  Judson  have  built 
themselves  a  most  attractive  house  on 
the  side  of  a  mountain  overlooking 
one  of  the  valleys  and  with  a  lovely 
view  of  the  city  and  the  ocean  in 
the  distance.  It  is  almost  in  the  coun¬ 
try  and  so  quiet  and  restful.  Our 
breakfast  was  served  on  the  Lanai,  or 
porch,  which  in  this  tropical  country 
is  something  more  than  a  porch,  really 
the  main  room  in  a  house.  Miss  Jud¬ 
son  is  leaving  in  two  weeks  for  a  six 
months  vacation,  most  of  which  she 
expects  to  spend  in  Germany  and  the 
Rhine  country.  Since  the  middle  of 
January  I  have  been  working  in  the 
office  of  an  Eye,  Ear,  Nose  and  Throat 
Specialist.  I  like  the  work  so  much. 
I  like  Hawaii.  It  is  a  place  of  gor¬ 
geous  flowers,  green  hills  and  valleys 
where  the  trade  winds  blow  most  of 
the  time  keeping  a  rather  even  temper¬ 
ature  of  about  eighty.”

“The  tribe  of 
Indians  is  the  Jicarilla  Apache  and  it 
is  often  said  the  Apaches  are  one  of 
the  most  backward  and  wdldest  tribes. 
How  true!  Our  Sanatorium  is  located 
in  the  extreme  northern  part  of  New 
Mexico  only  four  miles  from  the  Col¬ 
orado  border  line.  On  all  sides  we 
are  surrounded  by  beautiful  moun¬ 
tains.  Our  Sanatorium  has  a  capacity 
of  sixty  beds.  On  the  average  our 
little  patients  range  from  the  ages  of 
six  to  fourteen  years.  For  the  most 
part  our  little  folks  are  ambulant,  with 
a  few  exceptions.  The  cure  for  most 
of  our  type  of  patients  is  rest,  good 
food  and  proper  shelter  to  protect 
them  from  cold.  One  question  that 
has  come  to  me  so  often  is  why  do 
these  Indians  contract  tuberculosis  liv¬ 
ing  outdoors,  getting  plenty  of  sun¬ 
shine,  living  in  an  ideal  climate,  etc? 
Mv  answer  is  always  the  same.  If 
folks  who  ask  that  question  could  see 
how  a  whole  family  is  huddled  to¬ 
gether  in  most  any  kind  of  a  hut  in 
winter  or  in  a  tepee  in  summer,  and 
see  how  these  people  live  in  the  most 
unsanitary  conditions,  improper  food 
and  clothing  and  about  ninety  percent 
of  the  adults  having  the  disease,  I  think 
they  would  readily  understand.  The 
main  diet  is  dried  meat,  dried  out  in 
the  open  where  it  is  exposed  to  flies, 
dust  and  all  sorts  of  bacteria.  The 
use  of  milk  is  rare.  When  the  chil¬ 
dren  come  to  the  Sanatorium  it  is 
hard  to  teach  them  to  eat  fruits  and 
vegetables  and  they  dislike  milk.  It 
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doesn’t  take  them  long  to  learn  to  eat 
properly.  They  are  very  superstitious 
about  a  good  many  things  and  about 
many  foods  as  well.  They  are  afraid 
of  surgery.  Progress  is  slow,  however, 
looking  back  a  year  or  two  years  you 
can  see  where  the  white  man  is  gain¬ 
ing  ground.”

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CONVENTION  REPORT 

Any  nurse  with  a  feeling  of  profes¬ 
sional  aloneness  should  plan  to  attend 
a  Biennial  Convention.  To  be  one  of 
ten  thousand  nurses  assembled  in  an 
auditorium  and  to  realize  that  the  A. 
N.  A.  membership  is  over  ten  times 
that  number  makes  one  ready  to  be¬ 
lieve  the'  statement  “our  organization  is 
the  largest  in  the  world.” 

Naturally  nursing  education  held 
major  interest  during  the  convention, 
not  only  education  of  the  student,  but 
also  that  of  the  graduates  and  the 
teachers.  The  only  discussion  of  the 
proposed  new  curriculum  sponsored  by 
the  N.L.N.E.  I  was  able  to  attend  was 
that  of  the  nursing  arts.  Both  this  dis¬ 
cussion,  and  the  report  of  the  curri¬ 
culum  committe  brings  one  to  the  same 
conclusion,  that  before  the  proposed 
outline  can  act  the  students  in  the 
nursing  schools,  and  the  schools  of 
nursing  must  assume  some  responsi¬ 
bility  for  the  hospitals  cannot  be  ex¬ 
pected  to  accept  all  the  financial  bur¬ 
den  of  such  education. 

Methods  of  keeping  the  graduate 
nurse  alert  and  continuing  her  educa¬ 
tion  is  of  primary  interest  to  the  N.  L. 
N.  E.  Some  of  the  means  proposed 
for  meeting  this  need  are  interesting 
and  instructive  nurses’  meetings,  see¬ 
ing  that  courses  on  college  basis  are 
offered  to  the  graduates,  providing 
opportunities  for  professional  growth, 
institutes  whereby  they  might  keep  in¬ 
formed  of  advancements  in  medical 
and  nursing  fields,  etc. 

Space  does  not  permit  a  complete 
report  of  the  convention  so  between 
the  pages  790  and  816  of  the  August 
number  of  the  “American  Journal  of 
Nursing”  will  be  found  the  interesting 
story  of  the  Biennial  Convention  for 
1936. 

We  appreciated  the  efforts  of  the 
California  Alumnae  in  planning  a 
Presbyterian  dinner  on  Monday  night, 
but  the  event  which  was  outstading 
for  the  Presbyterians  took  place  later 
that  night.  Wish  I  could  repeat  all 
Miss  Thomson  said  when  presenting 
the  medal  to  Miss  McMillan.  All  of 
us  silently  agreed  when  she  said  “I 
am  proud  to  present  the  Saunders 
Medal  to  ‘my’  Director.” 


The  meetings  and  material  offered 
at  the  convention  were  instructive  and 
interesting;  the  trip  the  four  of  us  had 
driving  out  and  back  was  equally  so. 
We  traveled  around  sixty-five  hun¬ 
dred  miles  giving  us  a  good  review  in 
geography.  We  managed  to  get  lost 
in  the  mountains  of  Arizona,  and  any 
number  of  times  while  in  Los  Angeles. 

Both  Miss  Mahr  and  I  wish  to  thank 
each  of  the  Alumnae  for  your  part  in 
making  this  trip  possible.

miss  McMillan  honored 

On  the  eve  of  Monday,  June  22, 
1936,  the  Shrine  Auditorium  of  Los 
Angeles  was  packed  with  an  audience 
of  11,000  nurses  who  had  gathered  to 
share  mutual  problems  and  were  seek¬ 
ing  intellectual  and  spiritual  encourage¬ 
ment  from  successful  leaders.  The  final 
and  great  event  of  the  evening  was 
that  of  awarding  the  Saunders  Memo- 
mial  Medal.  Miss  M.  Helena  McMil¬ 
lan,  Director  of  the  School  of  Nursing 
of  the  Presbyterian  Hospital,  Chicago, 
was  the  honored  recipient. 

As  quoted  from  the  August  1936 
number  of  the  “Pacific  Coast  Journal 
of  Nursing”  —  “The  ceremony  was 
something  of  a  family  gathering,  for 
not  only  were  many  of  Miss  McMil¬ 
lan’s  graduates  in  the  audience  but 
Miss  Francis  graciously  asked  Mabel 
Dunlap,  A.N.A.  second  vice-president 
and  a  graduate  of  the  Presbyterian 
school,  to  preside  while  the  award  was 
made.  The  actual  presentation  was 
made  by  Elnora  Thomson,  former 
A.N.A.  president,  also  one  of  Miss  Mc¬ 
Millans  graduates.  Miss  Thomson 
spoke  proudly  of  “my  superintendent 
of  nurses”  and  reminded  the  audience 
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that  from  the  beginning  of  her  work 
Miss  McMillan  had  had  the  concept 
of  the  school  of  nursing  as  an  educa¬ 
tional  institution  rather  than  as  a'  hos¬ 
pital  service.  Miss  McMillan’s  quiet 
response  to  the  applause  which  fol¬ 
lowed  the  presentation  of  the  medal 
concluded  the  formal  program  but  a 
host  of  friends  and  former  students 
met  on  the  stage  later  in  an  informal 
and  impromptu,  but  wholly  delightful 
reception.”

At  the  close  of 
the  program,  when  the  President  was 
initiated,  a  crown  of  gold  paper  and 
a  scepter  were  placed  in  her  hand. 
She  entered  into  the  spirit  of  the  occa¬ 
sion  with  her  usual  poise. 

The  Alumnae  toasts  included  one 
from  Bethesda  Hospital,  which  was 
not  listed  as  it  was  a  surprise  toast. 
It  took  the  form  of  pictures  which  had 
been  gathered  from  various  sources, 
real  and  imaginable,  of  Miss  Buckley 
from  infancy  to  the  present  time.

Genevieve  Stevenson  writes  concern¬ 
ing  her  trip;  “To  describe  our  tour 
would  be  to  attempt  the  impossible, 
but  there  are  certain  impressions 
which  may  be  of  interest.  We  spent 
approximately  two  weeks  in  England, 
one  in  Scotland,  and  six  in  Germany, 
concentrating  on  those  three  countries 
except  for  a  short  trip  to  Vienna.  Dur¬ 
ing  that  time  we  traveled  over  thirteen 
thousand  miles,  and  visited  more  or 
less  thoroughly  thirty-five  cities,  towns, 
and  villages.  In  all  that  time  we 
heard  no  discourteous  word,  nor  did 
we  ever  pay  for  being  Americans.  At 
no  time  was  our  freedom  of  speech  or 
action  curtailed.  As  to  what  we  saw, 
selecting  a  few  high  points,  we  shall 
never  forget:  walking  through  Ken¬ 
sington  Garden;  the  beautiful  royal 
state-chambers  at  Windsor;  Edinburgh 
Castle  on  a  foggy  afternoon,  floating 
above  the  city.  Hamlet  as  presented 
at  Stratford-upon-Avon;  high  mass  in 
Cologne  Cathedral;  a  thirteen  hour 
trip  up  the  Rhine;  the  $30,000,000 
white  marble  castle  of  Ludwig  II  of 
Bavaria;  ten  thousand  feet  up  in  the 
Alps;  Vienna  as  seen  at  night  from 
the  peak  of  an  overlooking  mountain;
